MEW TRIAL URANTED, 


The Big Pour Secures Further 


Time to Pay Gr«o. P. Hardy 


Damages. 


Yesterday m the United States Dis- 
not coart at Springfield the damage 
case of George P Eardy, county clerk 
of tbia county, against the Big Four 
Railroad company! was up for considera- 


t on the motion ot defendants for a 


tew trial 
Tbe jury at the trial bad a. 


!ew weekb ago, gave Mr Hardy a verdict 
'or 910,000 for permanent injuries re- 
wived in tbe Boring of 1891, while be 
was in a caboose at Shelbyvrile, on bis 
way bom" 
A. string of oars were thrown 


with great violence against the caboose, 
eud Mr Hardy, who was with, his wife 
and Di Callwrwood, wae thrown vio- 
lently npou the floor ot the caboos* 
Ihe injuries received were ot a very seri- 
ous character, and it wes nearly a year 
>efore tbe clerk could resume his duties 
The jury speedily agreed upon a verdict 
for 410,000 
It wne expected that the 


rai'roatl company vonld make a fight for 
a new trial 
They did it, and they suc- 


ceeded in having the verdict set aside 
Msjoi Connelly of Springfield, and John 
T Dye of Indianapolis, are the attLrneys 
Tor tbe railroad company 
They argued 


that the dimages were exoeasive, and 
further that under tbe charter granting 
the privilegethe Indianapolis JtSt Lcnis 
railroau company, on whicb the accident 
occurred, and which road is a part of the 
Big Four S}stem, bad no legal right to 
build n rood outside tbe state ot Indiana 
The motior was resisted by A K Taylor 
of Si Louis, nod Milts Brew & MilJc of 
this Dity, counsel for Mr Hardy 
Judge 


Allen, however, granted tbe motion for a 
new trial, whioh will probably come np 
at the June term ot court 
There is no 


doabt whatever of tbe liability of the 
railroad company 
It seems to be a 


question only ot tbe amount of damages

Much land remwnsunplowed 
The t#m- 


lentnre le low, tbe soil ix>ld, and many 
Thousands ot acres of low-lying laud are 
eitber cover-id with water or thoroughly 
saturated 
But with favorable weather 


n future there is no reason lor panic or 
'cor of a failure ot tbe crop 
Trtals et 


tats station for four years past show tbat 
good crops nosy be »speoted, in seasons of 
ordinary character, from planting any 
time IB May 
Tbe best yields have come 


!rom planting between Ma; 11 and 16 It 
tbe planting can be completed m Central 
Illinois by May 25, the land being in good 
condition, and late maturing vane ties 
avoided, Ihsre need be iittle anxiety eo 
tar ae data of planting is concerned 
Fair crops of corn may be secured by 
planting early-maturing varieties as late 
as June 10, phould thnt be neceeaary, it 
tbe sesaoa afterward be favorable 
Late 


planted com will mature in a lets number 
of days, than corn of the Game variety 
planted earlier 
It is believed to be 


better to wait until the ground is (airly 
dry, rather than eitber to plow or plant 
while it is very we! 
Time and labor 


spout in getting the ground in good con 
dition and free from weeds will be prob 
ably be well r*patd, even at tbe coat ol 
t ivo or three daje longer delay in planting, 
Where overilowwd lands do not become 
dry until too late for tbe corn orop, aoc 
tlien do get jC good working condition, 
it is probable so large a crop ot g'JOt 
stock food can be procured in no other
